Th e attendance 
at th e conv ention, wh ich is being p re­ 
sided ov er by Jonce Monv h an of Or­ 
leans. p resident of th e association, is 
larger th an usual. 
Th e sessions will 
continue th rough tonigh t. 
Th e Hon. 
Leslie Sh aw and oth er p rominent men 
h av e deliv ered addresses. 
Th e bank­ 
ers Informally discussed th e financial 
situation in New York. 
It dev elop ed 
th at v ery few of th e Indiana bankers 
are carry ing large balances with th eir 
New York corresp ondents at th is time. 
In h is annual address President Muny - 
h an sp oke with enth usiasm of th e con­ 
dition of th e banks in Indiana, wh ich , 
h e said, are enjoy ing great p rosp erity . 
He said th at forty -th ree new banks, 
trust comp anies and sav ings institu­ 
tions were establish ed in th e state 
during th e p ast y ear. Th ere are now 
7 63 financial institutions in th e state, 
and President Monv h an said th ey are 
j 
flourish ing. Encouraging rep orts were j 
made by v ice p residents rep resenting 
each of th e th irteen congressional dis­ 
tricts.

Action was taken by th e state board 
of medical registration and ex amina­ 
tion as a warning to p h y sicians gener­ 
ally th at th ey must not write p rescrip -j 
tions for intox icants th at are not to b o , 
used as medicine. Th e license of Dr. | 
J. N. Fleener of Bloomington, wh o 
was ch arged with 
w’riting p rescrip *1 
tions for p ersons wh o wanted to ob­ 
tain liquor as a bev erage, w'as re­ 
v oked. 
Ch arges were filed against 
Dr. Fleener and Dr. William P. Hack­ 
er of Bloomington sh ortly after th e en­ 
actment of th e “blind tiger” law th at 
th ey were h elp ing p ersons at Bloom­ 
ington to obtain liquor in defiance of 
th e law\ Dr. Fleener was rep resented 
by th e law firm of Miers & Corr of 
Bloomington, wh o insisted th at h e was 
not guilty of gross immorality in h is 
p ractice and th at h e could not be 
barred because of a ch arge of misde- j 
meanor. 
Th e board h ad an op inion 


giv en by William A. Ketch am w'h en 
h e was attorney general sev eral y ears 
ago, to th e effect th at th e board migh t 
determine for itself wh at constituted 
gross immorality . 
Th e board render­ 
ed th e following 
op inion, th at will 
stand as an ex amp le for all p h y si­ 
cians wh o wish to continue in th e 
p ractice in Indiana: 
“In th e matter 
of th e ch arges of gross immorality 
against Dr. J. N. Fleener: 
In order 
th at th e p osition of th e board of med­ 
ical registration and ex amination may 
be defined 1n th is and similar cases, 
th e action of th e board sh all be p redi­ 
cated on th e p roiK)sition, p rincip ally , 
th at wh en th e ev idence in any case 
discloses th at a licensed p h y sician h as 
p ersistently used h is righ ts and p riv i­ 
leges conferred on h im by th e law as 
a licensed p h y sician in such manner 
as to debauch h is clientele, h e sh all 
be adjudged guilty of gross immoral­ 
ity .” 
Th is action of th e board is re­ 
garded as an indication th at it p ro­ 
p oses to take a h and in th e enforce­ 
ment of th e “blind tiger” law' so far 
as it is able. 


Attorney General 
Bingh am 
deliv ­ 
ered an address at th e bankers’ con­ 
v ention on th e p ublic dep ository law 
enacted by th e recent legislature. 
It 
takes effect th e first of December, and 
bankers are now qualify ing to bid for 
th e p ublic funds. 
Bingh am said th at 
th e p rimary object of th e law is not to 
bring in interest on th e p ublic funds, 
but to safeguard th em. Mr. Bingh am 
said th at no banks are to be discrim­ 
inated against under th e law', but th at 
it was p rov ided th at th e state board 
of finance in lending th e state’s mon­ 
ey , migh t select banks th at were most 
conv eniently located. 
In all oth er in­ 
stances, h owev er, th e local financial 
institutions will h av e all th e latitude 
required in bidding for th e funds.

Designed to solve the problem of the 
scarcity of marriageable y oung wom­ 
en in the Pacific northwest is the 
Spokane Affinity club, just organized 
in Spokane by twenty -three bachelors 
under thirty y ears of age. say s a Spo­ 
kane dispatch to the Chicago Post. 
President Brown of the club said at 
the close of the organization meeting: 
“The purpose of the club is to pro­ 
vide wives for the eligible y oung men 
of the Spokane country by inducing 
the girls to come into the district. 
There is a great scarcity of y oung 
women in the northwest. 
I am not 
overstating the fact when I say that 
5,000 women between the ages of 
twenty and thirty y ears could find 
good husbands and comfortable homes 
in Spokane alone. 
“This 
may 
seem 'an 
ex travagant 
statement in a city of nearly 100,000 
population, but the fact is the y oung 
men have come into the city in such 
large numbers during the last eighteen 
months that there are not sufficient 
girls to go around. 
“The first step in the campaign to 
bring y oung women into the country 
will be to write to our friends aud ac­ 
q uaintances in the old homes in the 
middle western. eastern, southern and 
New England states and eastern Cana­ 
da, urging them to come to the north­ 
west, and then -prevail upon them to 
write to their girl acq uaintances.

That these Mills hotels in­ 
augurated an ex periment, and a novel 
one, in the field of practical philan­ 
thropy has been demonstrated by the 
amount of interest that their success 
or failure has ex cited from the first 
among those w ho are seeking to ameli­ 
orate certain unfortunate conditions in 
our crowded cities. 
Health, privacy , 
cleanliness, wrere virtually impossible 
in the very cheap lodging horuses, ow-

The furniture of the bedrooms con­ 
sists of a white enameled iron single 
bedstead, with au ex cellent hair mat­ 
tress. hair and feather pillow’s and an 
ample supply of bed covering, a chair, 
a w’ardrobe and a rug.

will 
be served—breakfast, 
luncheon 
and dinner—at the 
low’est possible 
prices consistent with good q uality . 
The intention is to serve nutritious 
food in a q eat and prompt manner at 
a price within the means of the pa­ 
trons.

The Grow ing 
of a 
First 
Prize 
Crop 
Upon Sward. 
In describing a successful method of 
growing Yellow’ Dent corn B. W. Bish­ 
op writes in New England Homestead 
as follows: 
I follow’ the usual custom of this 
section by raising corn upon sward. 
During the winter and spring months 
I spread my stable manure upon the 
land as fast as made, carting direct 
from stable and broadcasting as evenly 
as possible fifteen to twenty loads per 
acre. During the last of April or first 
of May 1 plow land to an even depth 
of about seven inches, using a jointer 
and being careful to turn over furrows 
flat. 
After ly ing a few day s or until 
about May 8 (for late varieties) I har­ 
row’ with a disk harrow, thoroughly 
pulverizing the soil, after which I use 
a smoothing board so as to have a very 
smooth surface for checking off. 
Marl: off In rows four feet apart 
each way , making rows straight, as it 
helps in cultivation and looks better.

New Wrinkles For Men. 
A patent has been taken out for a 
new method of keeping the crease In 
trousers, say s the New York Press. 
It is claimed to be practical and is 
formed by silk threads sewn down in 
the legs of the trousers. 
Another de­ 
vice consists of either a whalebone or 
steel band, very light and unseen, 
that is fastened with projecting points 
inside of the bottom of the trousers to 
prevent wear and keep shape. 


Fail Pasture of Alfalfa. 
The temptation to pasture aftermath 
of alfalfa In the fall or early w inter is 
too great for most of us, especially if 
we have a bunch of calves that we want 
to “push,” remarks Iow’a Homestead. 
But if y ou desire a full crop and ex pect 
to leave the field in alfalfa for some 
y ears y ou will probably find it cheaper 
to put the calves up and haul the last 
cutting to them. There is only a slight 
danger of bloat from eating frosted al­ 
falfa. 
Fall pasturing means a packed 
surface, a dry soil and no protection 
against the vicissitudes of winter, and 
It also means a later start the follow­ 
ing spring.

A TYPE OF DENT CORN. 
[Grown 
in 
M assachusetts; 
w orthy 
of 
commendation.] 
The corn is planted with a corn planter 
set to drop four or five kernels (being 
careful to have good seed), after which 
fertili:.er is applied at the rate of about 
300 to 400 pounds per acre, as a start­ 
er, which is scattered around each hill 
within a radius of six inches from the 
check. When corn is up sufficiently to 
follow rows the cultivator is started, 
first In the direction in which it was 
plowed, going twice in each row, cul­ 
tivating rather close to row, but being 
careful not to cover corn with soil. 
After a week or ten day s cultivate 
rows in opposite direction, letting cul­ 
tivator dig all it will. 
In another period of a week or ten 
day s flie corn receives another culti­ 
vating in the way In which we went 
first, followed with a hoe, cutting out 
any weeds that may have skipped the 
cultivator, breaking surface around 
hill, but not hilling corn in the least. 
We also thin corn at this time to three 
or four stalks in hill and with some 
varieties to two or three. Cultivating 
goes on every few day s, first going in 
one direction and then the other, run­ 
ning cultivator more shallow and fur­ 
ther from hill as corn increases in size, 
until middle of July or first of August, 
when we go through with hoc again, 
cutting out any remaining weeds. 
Wishing to reseed to grass again, I 
sow s**od between rows, broadcasting 
two rows at a time, using twelve 
q uarts timothy and four q uarts clover 
per acre. 
Crimson clover also does 
well sowed at this time where land is 
to !>e plowed the coming season. Noth­ 
ing mere is done to the corn until it is 
fully glased, after which it is put in 
stacks hf thirty to thirty -six hills each, 
according to variety , where it stands 
until (Sufficiently matured to husk and 
put info crib. 
Another method of fertilizing has 
given me good results. During sum­ 
mer and fall I cover land intended for 
corn with hog hay or salt hay , as 1 
may happen to have, spreading and 
lettin? it lie until spring, when 1 plow 
and plant as usual, after which spread 
8,000 
10,000 whiteflsli per acre. My 
corn took first prize for Yellow Dent 
at the last annual meeting of the 
Connecticut state board of agriculture 
at New Iiaven. Other varieties that 
do well in this vicinity are Northern 
White Dent and Learning. 
Hickory 
King is another good kind.
